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NEW SERIES OF WHOLESALE PRICE 
INDEX NUMBERS 


N OUTLINE of the work which has been proceeding on the 

preparation of new index numbers of wholesale prices, and 

the principles underlying their compilation, was given in an 
article which appeared on page 1050 of the Board of Trade Fournal 
of May 19. A number of the series there referred to are now 
published below; others will be published as’ they become 
available. The work involved in the preparation of these index 
numbers is extensive and it has been thought preferable not to 
withhold publication of all the new material until the task is finished. 
The indices appearing in this issue constitute therefore the first 
instalment and will be added to periodically until the system is 
completed. 


Three Main Groups 
The index numbers fall into three main groups :— 

(a) Index numbers of prices of materials used in industry, 
weighted according to the usage of the various commodities. 
The first of these is an index of materials used in non-food 
manufacturing industry as a whole and others are given for 
materials used in engineering and in building. 

) Index numbers of the prices of the total product of certain 
industries. These are arranged in the order in which the 
industries are listed in the Standard Industrial Classification 
published by His Majesty’s Stationery Office in 1948, and against 
each series has been placed the appropriate Minimum List heading. 
Other indices will be inserted in their proper order as they become 
available. 

(c) Index numbers of the prices of certain important 
commodities and commodity groups, weighted according to the 
usage or production of these commodities in the United Kingdom. 
Most of these now published relate to basic materials and are 
listed in the table in alphabetical order of the commodities. 

It has not been found practicable in the course of the work to 


obtain prices for all commodities—or even the great majority— 
further back than the middle of 1949, which date has been 
taken as the base. In some cases, however, the information 
is available and it has been thought preferable in this first issue to 
publish earlier figures where they could be computed. For this 
reason, the index numbers given below will be seen to extend 
backwards for varying periods ; in future articles, monthly figures 
will not be published for years earlier than 1949. 

e index numbers are computed in the form of arithmetical 
averages of percentage changes on the base of June 30, 1949, 
weighted in proportion to values of consumption or production in 
1948, the weights being calculated from data given in the Census 
of Production returns, and other Government or industry sources. 


Index of Basic Materials Prices 

First among the index numbers of materials prices is that relating 
to materials basic to non-food manufacturing industry (not including 
public utilities) taken as a who.e. This index relates to all imported 
commodities which are further processed by non-food industries, 
together with the output of home primary (including agricultural) 
industry similarly used and the by-products of public utilities. 
Semi-manufactured articles transferred from one industrial group 
to another are excluded. Fuels and foodstuffs for manufacture 
are also excluded ; it is hoped to publish a separate index in the 
near future for fuel and for the input of food manufacturing industries 
which are at present better treated separately in view of the effects 
of subsidies given at different stages of the manufacturing process. 
Details of the commodities included in the basic materials index and 
the weights attached to each are given below. 

The remaining index numbers of materials for engineering 
and building have all been published before (although in response 
to requests, the index of mechanical engineering materials is now 
published for the first time for the years 1945-1948) and details 
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of commodities and weights for each were given at the time of first 
publication, e.g., September 16, 1950, for materials used in the

Index Numbers of Prices of Output 


The second table of index numbers represents price movements of 
the total output of individual industries as defined in the standard 
industrial classification. Fifteen industries are represented below and 
index numbers for further industries will be added as they become 
available. These index numbers should represent so far as possible 
price movements of the output of the industry concerned at the stage 
at which it passes out of its hands to be handled by another industry 
or to distributive trades. ‘Thus, wherever possible, transport costs of 
the finished products ought properly to be excluded, except where the 
transport is undertaken by the industry itself. In practice, however, 
the price quoted is often a delivered price even, in some industries 
(e.g. iron and steel), where transport costs are of importance. For the 
index numbers of materials, however, the aim has been wherever 
possible to obtain delivered prices.

The commodity price indices relate mainly to materials included 
in the basic materials index. In addition, however, certain home- 
produced commodities or commodity groups (such as brass ingots 
and cotton yarns given below) will be published as they are of intrinsic 
interest even though they do not constitute the total output of a 
particular industry. 


All Articles Index, Intermediate Products and 
Food Indices 


In the introductory article on the new index numbers, it was stated 
that the present “ all articles ” index on the old basis will be continued 
until representation of manufactured articles is sufficiently advanced 
to yield index numbers which may be deemed satisfactory to replace 
it. Similarly food and tobacco index numbers on the old basis will 
be continued until publication of the analogous new series. It has 
also been decided, as was announced in the Board of Trade Journal 
on June 2, to continue for the present the publication of the Inter- 
mediate Products index. is being done at the special request 
of industries which are using this index. It should, however, be 
explicitly stated that this index was not compiled to serve any one 
particular purpose and it may be advisable for present users to 
consider whether for their particular purposes one of the newly 
published indices, or one of those later to be compiled, may not be 
preferable. It will not, in any case, be possible to publish this index 
indefinitely.

Note 1. The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first place of decimals. The sample nature of price index numbers is, however, 


such that these figures will ordinarily have little significance ; they are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be made with 
the index numbers, and to avoid concealing small month-to-month movements. 


Note 2. The index numbers of industrial output relate to all the output sold outside the industry, including subsidiary products, by-products 
and exports. Products transferred between firms within the industry are, however, excluded. 

Note 3. Commodity indices which include more than one price series have internal weights représenting output value proportions in the case 
of cotton yarns and inorganic pigments, and consumption value proportions in all other cases.

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British Commonwealth and 
World Trade 


IHE INFLUENCE of the British Commonwealth on world trade 

and its contribution to world civilization were among the subjects 
dealt with by the President of the Board of Trade, Sir Hartley Shaw- 
cross, when he spoke at the lunch of the Federation of Chambers of 
Commerce of the British Empire at the Mansion House, in London, 
on Monday. 

The President said that there was no matter which he was more 
ready to support, as far as words or action of his could, than one 
promoting the interests of the British Commonwealth and Empire. 
For of this he was certain—that one of the most powerful influences 
in the world to-day was this remarkable association of free peoples 
bound together by ties which, although apparently tenuous and some- 
times invisible, were in reality very strong—the British Common- 
wealth. 

In the economic field with which we were specially concerned we 
had played a leading part in world trade. Since the war that part 
had steadily increased. Between 1947 and 1949 Commonwealth 
exports expanded by 45 per cent. ; imports rose by 31 per cent. 
Preliminary figures for 1950 showed exports still further up to over 
£6,400 million and imports to over £6,600 million. For the first half 
of 1950 the Commonwealth accounted for about 30 per cent., both on 
the export and import side of world trade. And another very en- 
couraging thing at this time of world shortage of raw materials was our 
contribution on the primary production side. In 1948 (the latest 
year, but the pattern remained the same) the Commonwealth pro- 
duced four-fifths of the world’s nickel and gold, two-thirds of its tea, 
three-fifths of its cocoa and rubber, half of its wool and almost half 
of its tin, one-third of its rice, one-quarter of its zinc and sugar, one- 
fifth of its copper and coal and one-sixth of its wheat and tobacco. 
Although we were making a very important contribution to the raw 
materials of the world it was important to remember that we were 
not self-supporting in all of them. 

For some quite vital things we had to go elsewhere. Sulphur, for 
instance, the special metals like tungsten and molybdenum, certain 
types of cotton, timber and so forth, The Commonwealth was not 
and could not become a self-contained economic unit. The rest of 
the world took about one-half of the exports of Commonwealth 
countries and provided about one-half of Commonwealth imports. 
This was a profitable arrangement because it permitted greater 
specialization. It was essential because without it the Commonwealth 
could not meet in full its own requirements of many important 
primary products nor could its factories provide all the manufactures 
required. He emphasized these things because as a keen Common- 
wealth trader he would none the less sometimes have to carry out 
policies which at first sight might not seem helpful to Empire trade. 
But in existing conditions one could not put a complete and permanent 
tariff bar, or an embargo on particular imports simply in order to 
protect an Empire industry. The world tendency to-day was to 
promote a multilateral liberalization ot trade, and economic realities 
compelled the Commonwealth to play some part in that. 


Imperial Preference . ; 
His Majesty’s Government in the United Kingdom continued to 
regard Imperial Preference as of great importance in their policy of 


increasing Commonwealth trade to the maximum amount. It was 
an old policy—the Ottawa agreements were the culmination of 
arrangements going back as far as the Navigation Act of Charles II, 
and they had served us in good stead. There was no doubt that 
Imperial preference had helped in a marked degree to increase intra- 
Commonwealth trade in recent years and he would certainly do nothing 
to weaken it. He had to implement the General Agreement on Trade 
and Tariffs, and that did have a bearing on some aspects of Empire 
trade. But it was totally wrong to think that the G.A.T.T. was a 
conspiracy to whittle away Imperial preference. We had made it 
clear before and he repeated it now, that we agreed to reductions in 
our tariffs or in the preferences we enjoyed by virtue of our agree- 
ments with the other Commonwealth countries only where we secured 
from foreign countries concessions which we considered at least as 
valuable, and we did not consent to any changes in preferences we 
enjoyed or granted without the fullest consultation with other 
Commonwealth countries. The alterations in preferences agreed to 
at Torquay were negligible in comparison with the total field of 
preferential trade. ? 

He would do his utmost to promote and increase intra-Common- 
wealth trade. And, indeed, it was increasing. In 1950 our trade 
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with the Commonwealth accounted for 43 per cent. of our imports 
and 49 per cent. of our domestic exports—a greater percentage than 
in any pre-war year. In volume our exports to the Commonwealth 
as a whole were up by 80 per cent. on 1938, and trade between the 
countries of the Commonwealth accounted for no less than half the 
trade of the Commonwealth countries with all the countries of the 
world. 


Future Prospects 

What of the future? Some of the results of the shortage of 
dollars from which the Sterling Commonwealth suffered, compelled 
us to find new sources of supplies which we had been obtaining from 
dollar areas and exporting to dollar countries goods which we really 
needed for ourselves within the Commonwealth. In the end we 
converted a serious deficit into an overall balance. This achieve- 
ment, although precarious, could not have been reathed for many 
years, if at all, had it not been for the efforts and sacrifices of all. 
That need for earning and saving dollars was as acute as ever, but our 
paramount trade problem now was that caused by the defence effort 
and the acute shortage of materials required for it. That called for 
close co-operation and understanding still amongst Commonwealth 
countries, and we had already set up in London an organization by 
which ways and means might be discussed. But the future was 
uncertain. For although the Commonwealth countries had regained 
their pre-war share of world trade, it was too early yet to say how 
changing world conditions would upset the pattern. Increased 
imports by the United States, the recovery of Western Europe, the 
dollar drive, the need to expand Commonwealth sources of supply,” 
the plans of O.E.E.C. countries to draw more heavily on Sterling and” 
Commonwealth countries, increasing industrialization in the primary C 
producing countries, the development of under-developed countries 
—all these things had their implications for intra-~Commonwealth ” 
trade. But they need not reduce the volume or the great importance” 
of that trade to us. i 

That must be our aim. Naturally in the Commonwealth we had~ 
occasional differences, and sometimes interests which were not) 
exactly parallel. It was the strength of our association that by 
discussion and adjustment—and Commonwealth co-operation had 
never been greater than it was to-day—sensible compromises were 
reached before differences became acute. At this time when shortages 
and uncertainties gave much scope for misunderstanding that process 
of discussion and co-operation was more important than ever. For) 
his part—and he was sure he spoke for all his colleagues—as a con- 
vinced believer in the tremendous influence for good which our ™ 
Commonwealth possessed in the world it would be his first endeavour © 
to do all he possibly’could to promote the long term interests of the 
Commonwealth as a whole. 5

Transfer of Research Work 
to Scotland 


OME OF the work being done in the Engineering Division of the © 

National Physical Laboratory is being transferred to the new labora- © 
tory of the Mechanical Engineering Research Organization of the ~ 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research at East Kilbride, 
near Glasgow. 

The main section of the research work to be transferred is that 
concerned with the strength of materials at ordinary temperatures, 
including fatigue of materials, failures in service, mechanical design 
problems, gas cylinders, mechanical tests on metallic and non- 
metallic materials, and general mechanical testing techniques. For 
the time being the work on the strength of materials at high tempera- 
tures will remain at the N.P.L., but it is scheduled to move to Scotland 
in due course. 

The move involves the transport to Scotland of about 120 tons of 
machines and scientific equipment; this is planned to start about mid- 
June and will probably take about one month to camplete. 

There are also at N.P.L. sections of M.E.R.O. working on fluid 
mechanics and mechanics of formation. These sections will be 
transferred to Scotland in August. 

The headquarters of the Organization, together with the Lubrication 
Division, the Machine Shaping Section and parts of the Mechanisms 
and Formation Section, have been at Thortonhall, Glasgow (a few miles 
from East Kilbride) for some time. 

From July 1 enquiries relating to the strength and properties of 
materials at ordinary temperatures should be addressed in the first 
place to The Director, Mechanical Engineering Research Laboratory, 
East Kilbride, Glasgow.

Provisional United Kingdom Trade 
Figures for May 


NITED KINGDOM exports in May at £229-7 million (pro- 

visionally) were only just below the high April figure. With 
re-exports at {11-4 million, the total of exports and re-exports for the 
first five months of the year was £1,095-9 million, equivalent to an 
annual rate of £2,630 million, 17 per cent. above the total for 1950. 

Imports again increased in May to £338-2 million (provisionally), 
£48-3 million above the average for the first four months, bringing 
the total for January to May to £1,497-8 million, equivalent to an 
annual rate 38 per cent. above 1950. 

By the end of May the excess of imports (valued c.i.f.) over total 
exports (valued f.o.b.) this year (£401-9 million) was already more than 
for 1950 as a whole (£347-9 million)*. 


Exports to North America in May 


» United Kingdom exports to the United States declined in May to 
10-8 million, £1-1 million less than the average for the first four 
onths of the year, although exports in January—May were still 24 per 

gent. above the rate of export in 1950 as a whole. 

' Exports to Canada in May on the other hand remained high at 
14-4 million and the total for January-May was 9 per cent. above the 
te of export in the year 1950. 

Exports to North America during the first five barry: totalled 

115-3 million, an annual rate 16 per cent. above the 1950 total, but 
per cent. below the rate achieved in the fourth quarter of last year.

* These figures are for imports and exports as recorded in the Trade 
Accounts. They differ from the figures entering into our Balance of 
Payments Account mainly because recorded imports (valued c.i.f.) include 
insurance and freight paid to United Kingdom residents ; there are also 
significant differences of timing and of coverage between the two sets of 
figures. The excess of recorded imports (valued c.i.f.) over exports is not, 
therefore, the visible trade deficit shown in the Balance of Payments. 


Exemptions from Key Industry Duty 


THE Board of Trade is considering the question of the renewal for 
the period August 20, 1951, to February 19, 1952, of the Exemptions 
from Key Industry Duty as set out in the Safeguarding of Industries 
Exemption Orders, namely, the No. 15 Order, 1950, and the Nos. 
1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 Orders, 1951, and in any further Exemption Orders 
which may be made prior to August 19, 1951, under Section 10 (5) 
of the Finance Act, 1926, as amended by subsequent enactments. 
Lists of the articles covered by these Orders exempting them from 
Key Industry Duty until August 19, 1951, appeared in the Board of 
Trade Yournal on December 30, 1950, March 3, March 24, March 31, 
April 14, May 12 and June 2, 1951, and were also published as 
Statutory Instruments 1950 No. 2105 and 1951 Nos. 294, 445, 493, 
587, 769 and 946 respectively.

Import Certificates for Strategic 
Goods 


JN FUTURE an exporter in another country may, in cases where 
his own Government require. to be satisfied that strategic goods 
ordered by an importer in the United Kingdom will in fact be im- 
rted into the United Kingdom, ask his customer to produce an 
mport Certificate. 

y importer who receives such a request should apply to the 
Board of Trade I rt Licensing Branch, Romney House, Tufton 
Street, London, SW. 

If an Import Certificate is issued to him, the importer will be bound 
by the provisions of the Control of Goods (Import Certificates) Order, 
1951*, and will be liable to penalties if the goods are diverted to any 
other destination without the approval of the Board of Trade.

Licensing System for Non-Ferrous 
Metals 


AN ORDER made by the Minister of Supply, Mr. G. R. Strauss, 
extends the licensing system for unwrought copper, lead and zinc 
from July 2 to include licensing of scrap and residues of these metals. 


Under the order, a licence will be necessary to acquire, treat, use 
and consume copper, lead, lead alloys and zinc; and any scrap or 
residue of these metals or their alloys, The Order—The Copper, 
Lead and Zinc Distribution Order, 1951 (S.S.I. 1951 No. 981)—is 
obtainable from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, 
and branches. 

Those likely to be affected by this Order should apply immediately 
for a licence to the Directorate of Non-ferrous Metals, Ministry of 
Supply, 20 Albert Street, Rugby. Tel.: Rugby 2131; to whom 
enquiries about the Order should be addressed. 


Before a licence can be issued, a return of stocks on December 31, 
1949, December 31, 1950, and March 31, 1951, will be required. 
Certain records and returns will have to be kept and rendered there- 
after. 

A licence will not be needed to acquire scrap or résidues up to 13 
tons in all over a period of 13 weeks provided the metal is only cleaned, 
crushed or sorted. A licence will be needed to use any quantity, 
however small, for melting, remelting, making secondary ingots or 
any other purpose. 

The new Order revokes the Control of Non-ferrous Metals No. 35 
(Copper, Lead and Zinc Order), 1949 (S.I. 1949 No. 2087) but any 
licence under that Order remains valid.

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More Overseas Visitors to Britain in 1950 Than 
Ever Before 


VER 603,000 visitors arrived in the United Kingdom from 

overseas during 1950, an increase of 10 per cent. over the number 

of arrivals in 1949, which had itself constituted a record. Pre-war 
figures of visitors to Britain have now been left far behind, the total 
for 1950 exceeding the highest of those figures (491,000 in 1937) by 
23 per cent. These totale do not include tourists from the Irish 
Republic, for whom no precise statistics are available, nor do they 
take into account those foreign visitors passing through this country 
on their way to other destinations, of whom, in 1950, there were 
77,000, including 39,000 Americans. A further 4,500 foreign 
travellers, who for administrative reasons are not classified on landing 
as yisitors, have also been excluded, although they can nevertheless 
be taken to fall within the generally accepted definition of a tourist. 
Allowances for the expenditure of all persons in these categories have 
been made in the estimates of receipts from tourism given below.

Commonwealth Visitors 


Approximately 125,000 visitors from the Commonwealth (including 
34, 000 Can Canadians) arrived in the United Kingdom in 1950, of whom 
40,000 or 32 per cent. travelled by air. The countries in which they 
were resident are shown in the table below. Twice as many came 
from Canada as from any other Commonwealth country; the most 
important other countries of residence were Australia, South Africa 
and the United States. Commonwealth visitors, other than those 
resident in the Western Hemisphere, are estimated to have spent 
£18-8 million in the United Kingdom in 1950.

Visitors from the Western Hemisphere 


Almost all the visitors to the United Kingdom from the Western 
Hemisphere (excluding the non-self-governing Commonwealth 
countries) spend dollars. While the number of Commonwealth 
visitors from this area showed very little increase in 1950 as compared 
with 1949, the number of United States citizens rose by 24 per cent. 
to the highest ever recorded, the figure of 124,000 exceeding the 
record figure of 117,000 American visitors in 1930. Of the estimated 
total of £58-4 million spent in this country by all visitors from abroad

compared with 1949 was 10 per cent., the increases in the four quarters 
of the year were respectively 14, 12, 11 and 3 per cent. Since the 
peak period of the year for these visitors is the third quarter, these 
figures show a measure of success in encouraging off-season travel 
in the early months of the year. A similar effect is noticeable in the 
arrivals of Commonwealth visitors, where the quarterly figures 


showed increases of 17, 9, 3 and 5 per cent.; the increase in the annual 
total was 9 per cent. 


Visitors of the various European nationalities came to the United 
Kingdom in 1950 in much the same proportions as in 1949. The 
numbers of Germans, Swedes and Italians continued to rise, while 


there were fewer Belgians, Dutch and Danes than in 1948, the peak 
post-war year for European visitors. 


Tourist Expenditure 


The table below shows the regional distribution of tourist earnings 
in the United Kingdom Balance of Payments. As compared with the 
figures for 1949 published in the Board of Trade Journal on June 3, 
1950, the main revision has been to the figure for expenditure of 
visitors from the Irish Republic, which on the basis of fuller informa- 
tion than was then available, has been taken to be over £4 million. 
The figures for 1950 are the same as those given in Cmd. 8201 of 1951. 
They were compiled by the Board of Trade with the assistance of the 
British Travel and Holidays Association, the calculations being based 
‘on the actual numbers of visitors coupled with estimates of average 
‘expenditure per head. 


Details of the numbers of foreign visitors classified by nationalities 
were obtained from Home Office records and covered arrivals by sea 
and air at all ports. 


The numbers of Commonwealth visitors arriving by sea from 
‘non-European countries were obtained from the passenger manifests 
furnished to the Board of Trade. Those arriving by air were esti- 

mated, no direct source being available. ‘There are no statistics of 
Commonwealth visitors arriving from Continental ports, but their 


numbers were not thought to be large, and no allowance was made 
for them. 


Expenditure per head was estimated in various ways. Where 
maximum currency allowances were in force they were used as a 
basis. Information on the average length of stay of foreign visitors 
was obtained from the Home Office, and of Commonwealth visitors 
from national tourist offices. Information relating to expenditure 
on accommodation and internal transport, tours, etc., was collected 
from travel agents and official sources in countries overseas.

Productivity and the Best Use 


of Searce Materials 


THE Anglo-American Council on Productivity is shortly sending 

an unusual special mission to the United States. Scarce materials 
and their effective use are basic to the growing defence programme 
and to the further raising of productivity in this country. This 
special group is therefore going to the United States to explore the 
subject with the engineering and allied industries there with a view 
to making suggestions as to how British industry can improve its 
industrial housekeeping and use scarce materials in the strictest 
possible way. In the metal-using industries we have now entered a 
period in which it will be increasingly necessary to employ “ skin- 
flint metallurgy.” 

The group is a small and specially selected one chosen in con- 
sultation with a number of the principal trade associations and the 
Trades Union Congress. The following are the terms of reference : 

This Specialis, Group is to enquire into measures being taken and 
planned in the engineering and allied industries in the United States 
for the conservation and efficient utilization of scarce materials. It 
is concerned primarily with the immediate short-term problem but 
would wish also to be put in touch with any long-term steps (involving 
basic changes in design) being currently planned. The following 
headings are suggested for the enquiry in addition to any others 
which may be proposed by the United States side :— 

Scarce materials substitution. 

Emergency specifications and standards. 

Direct economy measures. 

Short-term alterations in design. 

Simplification of product range to eliminate items using high 

proportion of scarce materials. 

Factory re-organization to ensure economy. 

Possibilities of increasing co-operation between materials supplier 

and user. 
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Over £4,000,000 Spent Under Personal Export 
Scheme in 1950 


F THE [4,113,000 spent under the Personal Export Scheme 
during 1950, £3,623,000 (or 88 per cent.) was accounted for by 
overseas visitors, while the remaining £490,000 (12 per cent.) was 
spent by emigrants from the United Kingdom who are also eligible 
to participate in the scheme. Visitors from the United States spent 
£791,000 (19 per cent. of the total), while those from the rest of the 
Americas (including Canada) made purchases valued at £515,000 
(12 per cent.). £600,000 (15 per cent.) was accounted for by European 
visitors, and £1,276,000 (31 per cent.) by visitors from Common- 
wealth countries excluding Canada. 
The highest monthly figures were recorded from August to 


November, over half of the year’s total being spent during this period. 

During December 1950 the value of goods purchased by visitors 
to the United Kingdom under the Personal Export Scheme was 24 
per cent. less than in November, but 42 per cent. more than in 
December 1949. 

Visitors from the United States and Europe spent 12 per cent. and 
16 per cent. more respectively than in November. Visitors from the 
rest of the world spent 38 per cent. less than in the previous month 
but 56 per cent. more than in December 1950. 

United Kingdom emigrants accounted for 13 per cent. of the total 
as against 11 per cent. in November.

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Has a Big Part to Play 


in Export Drive 


HIGH EXPORT target for the British plastics industry was 
foreshadowed by the President of the Board of ‘Trade, Sir Hartley 
Shawcross, when he opened the British Plastics Exhibition and 

Convention at Olympia, London, on Wednesday of last week. 

The exhibition, which closes tonight, is the first occasion on which 
the plastics industry has been presented on a large scale. Sponsored 
and organized by the journal British Plastics, with the co-operation 
of the British Plastics Federation, it displays materials, equipment, 

and finished products, with nearly 100 firms taking part. 
At the Conyention, 37 papers were read, addressed variously to the 
technologist in the plastics industry, to users of plastics in other 
trades, and to the general public. 

Sir Hartley, in his opening address, said that one of the main 
interests of the Government now was to help in any way it could to 
imcrease production, to achieve the maximum efficiency in industry, 
and to secure economy in the use of those raw materials which were 
increasingly difficult to obtain. All these objects had been promoted 
by finding out how we could best use the synthetic materials that 
science was putting at our disposal. 

The President praised the industry’s excellent export record. 

; Direct exports, including materials used by moulders and fabricators, 

~ had increased eight-fold since 1945 and were now running at over 
‘fi million a month. In addition, there was a large volume of plastic 
_ exports embodied in other goods, such as motor cars, of which they 
' formed a part. He could not emphasize too strongly the great 
’ importance of building up our export trade, especially at a time when 
| the products of some of our industries and many of the available raw 
_ materials had to be devoted to re-armament. In the markets of the 
world we were faced with higher prices for the increasing volume of 
_ things which we needed to import and it was absolutely vital to our 
' ability to pay our way in the world and to maintain, as far as we were 
’ able, existing standards of life in this country that we should make 
+ great and even dramatic increases in the volume of exports from such 
industries as this one. This made the achievement of the plastic 
industry especially welcome. 

It was intended to discuss with all industries what level of exports 
they might hope to achieve and these discussions would begin soon. 
It would be found that plastics were going to be! set a pretty stiff 
target, but he was sure that no industry was better equipped to over- 
come what might seem at first sight impossible difficulties. This 
exhibition, the President concluded, was a testimony to the vigour 
of the industry and to the success it had already achieved. 


Exhibition Designed for Three Appeal Levels 


The exhibition was designed to appeal on three distinct levels: To 
the members of the plastics industry itself; to other industries in 
which plastics materials or finished products are widely used or could 
be used with advantage; and finally to the general public who had the 
opportunity of seeing a representative range of plastics products 
— for industry and for the home, and were thus able to see in 

f perspective the work of the plastics industry. Several 
exhiiieons designed their displays with a mind to the non-technical 
visitor, and in addition a special feature, ‘‘ Plastics—Design and Use,” 
told the story of plastics properties, processes and applications. 

Below are some details of a few of the many interesting exhibits 
geen in a tour of the exhibition :— 

A very strong plastic comb specially made for the thick, curly 
hair of the natives of West Africa, is proving very popular and is 
being exported by the million in a variety of vivid colours. 

A watering can for indoor plants and window boxes and for re- 
filling bowls of flowers about the house is very light in weight and gay 
im colour. It does not rust and takes up very little space in the 
kitchen cupboard. 

Gaily-patterned plastic trays in which the decoration is moulded 
per material, are resistant to scratches and ynaffected by heat, 

or acids. 


Heat-sealed flexible plastic bags, proof against moisture, dust and 

and tearing, are perticularly useful for Parts, 
— and government stores of all ki 

rs and figures for window-display edventaieg le of a 

éutacnnies plastic will cling to any shiny, smooth, dust-free surface, 


and can be changed as often as desired. This material is also used 
for farmyard animals for the nursery and other toys. 

Floor tiles shown on one stand are claimed never to lose their 
cclour, to be resistant to abrasion, oils, grease and most acids, will 
not crack, can be laid on wood, concrete or composition floors, do not 
shrink, are waterproof and rot proof, have a non-skid surface, will not 
stain, are sound-absorbent, resilient and kind to the feet and give a 
life-time of wear. They are particularly suitable for private houses, 
schools, hospitals and public buildings of all kinds. 

Coloured ribbons for decorative packaging have no “‘ wrong side.” 

A new, dry lubricant for peat Esco in industries where perfect 
cleanliness is required is applied as a light liquid which dries rapidly,

Plastic insulating tape for cable harnesses is smooth and non- 
adhesive but will bond to itself under heat treatment to form a sealed, 
abrasion-resistant cover impervious to water, acids, oils, etc. This 
tape bonds to itself at 129°C. (265°F.) and does not become brittle 
unless subjected to a temperature below minus 40-C. 

Plastic rolling mill bearings have a very low coefficient of friction, 
both starting and , thus saving power. 

The biggest moulded article i in the exhibition is a console television 
cabinet standing three feet high and weighing 32 lbs. ‘The smallest 
is a tag insulator for electrical equipment, measuring a fraction of an 
inch. One exhibitor, with a big injection moulding machine weighing 
30 tons, is turning out refrigerator doors in one moulding on the 
stand, at the rate of one door every 1} minutes. 


Exhibition by Clothing Industry 
Development Council 


THE technical showrooms of the Clothing Industry Development 
Council Headquarters at 4 Dunraven Street, Park Lane, London, 
W.1, will be open by the end of June. Included in the machinery and 
equipment which will be on view is a model cloth shrinking machine, 
a model cloth layer, a portable steam unit, a high arm roll padder, 
a swivel box-type unit stand, a heat sticketing and printing machine 
operated by a photo-electric system making it fully automatic, three 
types of motorized sewing machine stands and tables fitted with 
machines, three types of needle spot-lights, a short conveyor with 
coloured band sections which, with a series of stands, tables and 
motors with shoots and bins, will display alternate methods of lay-out 
and manufacturing systems, a steam forepart press (full size) and a 
Utility ironing board, a complete working table unit as designed for 
bespoke tailors, a Thermostatic iron-heating shelf, and two cordless 
electric irons and the latest type of Figure forms for the display of 
export-type garments and a show cabinet for thread. 

Industrial light fixtures for the showrooms have also been loaned 
to demonstrate several methods of workroom illumination. There 
will be scale models of workrooms, showing the effect before and 
after re-organization, and a working scale model of a factory equipped 
with two to three methods of lighting, for comparative purposes. 

There will be many other technical features, loaned by equipment 
manufacturers, which will make the whole exhibition of interest to 
all sections of the clothing trade. Qualified technicians will be on 
hand to answer visitors’ questions, aided by a comprehensive range 
of leaflets and technical data.

Increase in Fertilizer Prices 


THE Board of Trade have issued an Order, which increases, with 

effect from July 1, 1951, maximum prices for fertilizers in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. These increases are due generally 
to the final withdrawal of the subsidy and to foreseeable increases in 
costs of raw materials, freights and of manufacture. 

The Government’s decision to withdraw the subsidy in two parts 
during the fertilizer years 1950/51 and 1951/52 was announced by 
the Minister of Agriculture in the House of Commons on July 19, 
1949, 

The new prices also provide for the charging of a levy on home 
produced soluble phosphati. fertilizers so that these and the necessary 
imports to supplement home production can be sold at an averaged 
price. 

The increases in price in Great Britain range from 12} per cent. in 
the case of sulphate of potash to 82} per cent. in the case of super- 
phosphates.

Rates of Production 


UTPUT BY the cotton industry during the four weeks ended 

April 28 was higher than in the previous four weeks which 

included the Easter holiday. The daily rates for the two periods 
were about the same. Easter fell last year in April and when the big 
increases to actual quantities for the corresponding periods are 
adjusted to allow for this, there were rises over the year which 
vary from 2 per cent. in the quantity of single cotton yarn spun to 
9 per cent. in the amount of doubled cotton yarn. 


The weights of single cotton yarns spun (excluding waste) and of 
cotton waste yarns were both 12 per cent. higher than in March 
while spun rayon yarns rose by 10 per cent. The daily rates of 
production were in all cases little changed. Over the year the daily 
rates rose on average by 4 per cent. 


Production of doubled cotton yarn was 7 per cent. lower than in 
March, a rise of 8 per cent. in the “ over 26’s” being more than 
offset by a fall of 14 per cent. in the “‘ under 26’s.” The daily rates 
for April were also lower than in March but on average were about 
: 9 per cent. higher than a year earlier with a substantial increase in the 
‘up to 26’s.” 
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Maintained in April 


Cloth woven during April was about a tenth more than in March 
and nearly a fifth more than a year earlier. The daily rates showed 
little change over the month but there was a 6 per cent. rise over the 
year, rayon and mixtures increasing rather more than cotton cloths. 


Employment on April 28 was higher than on March 31, there being 
2,500 more spinners and doublers actually at work. e rise was 
confined to women operatives, and ‘was made up of 2,100 spinners and 
400 doublers. The number of spinners actually at work represented 
93-2 per cent. of those on the employers’ books. In the weaving 
section, there were 3,300 more at work, women accounting for 2,700 
of the increase. Compared with a year earlier, there were 4,000 more 
spinners and 1,100 more doublers of which 4,200 were women, and 
6,300 more weavers working of which 4,100 were women. 

Machine activity during April increased, the weekly average of the 
total mule equivalent of single yarn spindles running being 230,000 
more than in March and 530,000 more than in April 1950. The 
average of doubling spindles running on cotton was 23,000 higher than 
in March and 127,000 greater than for a year earlier ; there were 
5,500 more looms running than in the previous month and 19,700 
more than in April 1950.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry asked in Parliament. 


WEDNESDAY JUNE 6 


Census of Distribution 


Asked what progress had been made in compiling a census of 
distribution of commodities, the President of the Board of Trade, 
Sir Hartley Shawcross, replied that the Census of Distribution Office 
had made good progress in examining forms so far received, the 
majority of which had been satisfactorily completed. Approximately 
560,000 forms had been received. 


Review of Price Controls 


The Central Price Regulation Committee had now completed the 
review of price controls over consumer goods which had been removed, 
the President said. ‘The Committee had confirmed the view in their 
previous report that, in general, price increases since decontrol had 
not been excessive having regard to rises in raw material prices and 
other costs; but they had reached the conclusion, after considering 
all the circumstances, that it would be necessary in the near future to 
introduce price control either on a statutory or a voluntary basis over 
vacuum flasks, toys and indoor games, dusters, floorcloths, and scour- 
ing cloths. He was taking steps to give effect to these recommenda- 
tions and discussions were being opened with the industries concerned 
to work out with them a suitable form of control which could be put 
into operation without delay when the need arose. 


THURSDAY JUNE 7 | 


Anglo-Argentine Trade 


The President was asked about the terms of the recent agreement 
with the Argentine, so far as general commerce and trade was con- 
cerned. He gave the following information :— 

The Protocol which was signed in Buenos Aires on April 23 last 
and was valid for 12 months supplemented the Trade and Payments 
Agreement with Argentina of 1949. The text had been published 
as Cmd. 8231. Article 9 suspended Schedules [, 2 and 3 of the 
1949 Agreement. It recorded that the two Governments had made a 
preliminary examination of possible United Kingdom/Argentine 
trade over the next 12 months and had instructed the Mixed Con- 
sultative Committee set up under the 1949 Agreement to continue 
this review in order to achieve a balance of sterling payments with 
trade at the highest possible level, taking into consideration the 
requirements of both countries. The two Governments agreed 
that while this review is taking place all facilities possible would be 
given for the continuance of the traditional trade between the two 
countries. 

As the Chancellor of the Exchequer informed the House in a state- 
ment after Questions on April 24, we had undertaken (under Article 12 
of the Protocol) to be prepared to convert at the Argentine Govern- 
ment’s request any excess in Argentine sterling balances above £20 
million into third currencies including, in the last resort, dollars. 

The Protocol should remove many of the difficulties which had 
proved such obstacles to the smooth flow of Anglo-Argentine trade. 
It was now of great importance, particularly having regard to the 
provisions of Article 12, that exporters to Argentina should make 
every effort to draw full advantage from the improvement in com- 
mercial relations which the Protocol had brought about. He hoped 
that the discussions now taking place in the Mixed Consultative 
Committee in Buenos Aires would result in the early issue of Argentine 
import licences on a scale which would justify renewed confidence 
in the Argentine export market. 


Danish Import Licences 

Asked if he was aware that Denmark had recently granted permits 
to Sweden, Austria, Germany and Switzerland for the importation 
of hosiery knitwear and general textile goods, but had refused these 
import licences to British manufacturers; and what steps he was 
taking to safeguard the traditional Danish market to British manu- 
facturers, the President said he understood that under current 
arrangements the Danish authorities were granting licences for hosiery, 
knitwear and apparel from the countries named. Whilst actual 
imports from the United Kingdom into Denmark were at about last 


year’s levels, there had been an interruption in the issue of licences. 
He hoped, however, to hear very shortly what facilities would be 
forthcoming this year. Piece-goods imported from O.E.E.C. 
countries were on Open General Licence though Danish importers 
had to pay a deposit. 


Increases in Wholesale and Retail Prices 


The President said that for most consumer goods for the control 
of which the Board of Trade were responsible, the maximum prices 
chargeable by wholesale and retail distributors were based on maximum 
percentage margins and they therefore increased automatically in 
the event of any increase being permitted in the manutacturer’s 
maximum price. There had been 34 Orders since March 1, 1951, 
raising manutacturers’ maximum prices, some of which dealt also 
with distributors’ prices. In addition, there had been seven Orders 
relating only to distributors’ over-riding maximum prices; but these 
covered the same ground as Orders dealing with manufacturers’ 
prices and were mainly for enforcement purposes. 


Report on Distribution of German Enemy Property 


Asked whether he had yet received a report from the administrator 
appointed under the Distribution of German Enemy Property Act, 
1949, the President replied that he assumed the question referred to 
the report of the Committee appointed to advise on the distribution 
of German enemy property. ‘This report had been received and was 
under consideration. 


Pottery Industry 


Questioned on what further steps had been taken to implement the 
Working Party’s Report on the Pottery Industry, the President gave 
the following summary of further steps which had been taken since 
his predecessor replied to a similar question on October 25, 1949 :-— 

1. A total of over £3 million worth of building had been licensed 
since the war. Of this, over £2 million worth had been completed. 
Almost all potteries were now equipped with semi-automatic making 
machinery. About 150 tunnel kilns and ovens had been installed. 
Manufacturers had, when extending their buildings, used the oppor- 
tunity to improve their flow production. (Recommendations 1, 7, 9). 

2. The new Pottery (Health and Welfare) Regulations were intro- 
duced in 1940. (Recommendation 2). 

3. The use of carton packing was increasing and was in fairly 
general use for certain purposes such as packing tea sets in the 
industry. (Recommendation 16). 

4. The establishment of a Development Council was still under 
discussion. (Recommendation 30). 

Asked what action had been taken or was intended to increase the 
output of the pottery industry and provide the industry with its needs 
in manpower and raw materials, the President replied that production 
capacity was being increased each year by provision of new buildings 
and modern equipment, and a new factory had been started in Dur- 
ham. The shortage of lithographs had now been overcome, with the 
co-operation of the printers. Raw material supplies were for the 
most part satisfactory, but his Department had been assisting with 
some, notably bone for bone china. 

Labour, particularly decorating labour, was still the main limitation 
on increased output for export. The Minister of Labour and National 
Service was co-operating in efforts to maintain the skilled labour force 
of the industry. 

The President was also asked if he would work out a system of 
priority allocation so that when decorative pottery was available for 
the home market each person and area was treated as fairly as possible. 
He replied that he would bear the suggestion in mind, but it was much 
too early to adopt the suggestion since there was no present prospect 
of the restrictions on home sales of decorated pottery being lifted. 


Exports of Electrical Generating Equipment 


The President was asked whether he would reconsider export 
policy relating to electrical generating equipment for use independent 
of mains current, in view of mounting demand for such equipment 
in the United Kingdom. 

He replied that it was not possible to say what proportion of this 
generating equipment might have been suitable for mains supplies 
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to small communities, but the value of exports of all electrical generat- 
ing equipment for the first four months of this year had fallen below 
last year’s by more than {£1 million. It had not hitherto 
been thought necessary to restrict these exports which were of great 
importance to us, but he was looking at the whole position again in 
the light of current production demands as well as export needs. 

Questioned further about exports of electrical generating equip- 
ment to the U.S.S.R., the President replied that of the total value of 
exports of generating equipment in the 16 months ended April 30, 
1951, of £6,467,844, £5,516,583 were accounted for by exports of 
diesel generating sets of a capacity less than 200 kW and although 
exact figures were not available, the majority of these sets were known 
to have been of 50 kW capacity. 

The President added that United Kingdom exports of generating 
sets and generators (including parts) to China during the third and 
fourth quarters of 1950 and the first quarter of 1951 were valued at 
£17,470, £450 and £12,670 respectively. In April 1951, the latest 
month for which figures were available, exports under this heading 
were £1,410. 


Children’s Utility Clothing 


The prices of all children’s Utility clothes and footwear were 
already controlled, the President said. The rise in prices was almost 
wholly due to increases in the cost of cloth and leather which were 
the result of the rise in world prices of the basic raw meterials. He 
need hardly say that no increases in maximum prices were allowed 
unless the Board of Trade were satisfied that they were necessary to 
ensure an adequate flow of supplies to the shops. He hoped that 
the new maximum prices which were now being issued would enable 
manufacturers to produce children’s Utility garments in greater 
quantities. 


Use of Descriptive Names in Orders 


A member asked the President whether he was aware that in 
Statutory Instruments issued during recent months by his department 
and in the schedules and related schedules appended thereto, descrip- 
tive names were used in relation to goods which did not correspond 
and were not intended by his department to correspond with the 
description; and what steps he was taking to ensure that the practice 
of his department corresponded with the provisions of the Mer- 
chandise Marks Act, 1887. 

In reply the President said that in preparing the schedules und 
related schedules care was taken that descriptive names did not conflict 
with trade usage: only the Courts could decide authoritatively 
what corresponded with the provision of the Merchandise Marks 
Act, but he was not aware of any instance where they had been asked 
to adjudicate on any case involving the use of one of the descriptive 
names used in the Orders. 


Census of Distribution 


Completed forms received in the Census of Distribution Office 
were examined with a view to detecting inadvertent inaccuracies, 
the President said. One of the tests was to relate the turnover to 
the number of people working in the business. Those traders whose 
forms showed a wide deviation from the normal range for their kind 
of business were invited to confirm or amend the figures provided. 
This simple test avould help to ensure that the Report would contain 
accurate and reliable information. 


British Film Industry 


Asked if he was aware of the dissatisfaction over the legal definition 
of the term, British Film; and whether he contemplated making any 
changes with a view to giving more opportunity to British writers, 
producers and directors, the President said that at his predecessor’s 
request, comments on this and other provisions of the Cinematograph 
Films Acts had been submitted by the various trade organizations, 
and he was reviewing the whole question in consultation with the 
Cinematograph Films Council. 


Factories in Development Areas 


The President stated that the total amount of Government expendi- 
ture under the Distribution of Industry Act, 1945, in connection with 
the provision of factory space for private industry in the Development 
Areas, during the period from mid-1945 to the end of March, 1951, 
was {41°13 million. This amount had been expended on the con- 
version of war-time factories to normal industrial uses ; the building 
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of new factories and extensions; the acquisition of land on which to 
erect these new factories; the provision of services and the develop- 
ment of the Industrial Estates and Group sites which had been 
established or taken over since the war. At the end of March 1951, 

54,200 ‘men and 54,800 women were employed in the factory space 
thus available. When these factories were all in production it 
was hoped that a further 17,500 men and 16,000 women would be 
employed. 


FRIDAY JUNE 8 
Prices of Softwood Timber 


Asked to state the present prices of softwood timber as compared 
to the prices prevailing on March 1 last when price control was 
removed, the President replied that he had not enough information 
about the prices currently being paid for the many species and grades 
of softwood to give in detail the comparison of prices asked for, but 
such information as he had indicated that the increase in the general 
level of softwood prices since price control was removed was of the 
order of 60 per cent. 

He would make it clear, however, that the former statutory maximum 
prices, which had been last fixed in ril 1950, were substantially 
below replacement costs at the time their removal on March 1 
last, and a considerable increase in selling prices was essential to enable 
United Kingdom importers to pay the prices required by overseas 
suppliers for their timber. Without such an increase, the United 
Kingdom would not have obtained the timber. 

Since March 1, the f.0.b. overseas price of softwood had risen still 
further and freight rates had continued to increase. 

In view of these considerations, he had no grounds for thinking 
that importers and merchants in this country were charging more 
than a reasonable profit margin, but, as the Secretary for Overseas 
Trade stated on April 10, the Timber Trade Federation was setting 
up a special committee, including representatives of the major 
consuming interests, to deal with any price and distribution problems 
that might arise, and he could assure the questioner that he personally 
would continue to watch the position closely.

Silk Duties Order 


THE TREASURY have made the Silk Duties (No. 1) Order, 1951, 
which repeals the duty of 9d. per lb. chargeable on artificial silk waste 
under Section 4 of the Finance Act, 1925, and imposes on such waste 
as from the beginning of 1952, a “‘new ”’ duty under Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1933, at the same rate per Ib. 

The Order also provides for the allowance of drawback of the “‘ new” 
duty on the exportation of the waste in the same state as that in which 
it was imported. 

The Import Duties (Exemptions) (No. 8) Order, 1951, also made 
by the Treasury, exempts artificial silk waste from duty under the 
Import Duties Act, 1932. 

The two Orders which came into operation on June 14, 1951, have 
' been published as Statutory Instruments 1951, Nos. 1018 and 1019 
respectively. 


Import Duties Drawback Orders 


' THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Drawback) 
(No. 15) Order, 1951, which increases the rates|of drawback of 
Customs duty paid on imported square-sawn wood and timber and 
veneers, used in the manufacture of sewing machine woodwork. 

The Order which came into operation on June 11, has been pub- 
lished as Statutory Instruments 1951 No. 998.

' (No. 16) Order 1951, which provides for the allowance of Customs 

duty paid on certain imported steel wire used in the manufacture of

Exchange Control Relaxation 


THE TREASURY announce that as from June 8, 1951, the amount of 
sterling notes which travellers may bring into and take out of the 
United Kingdom is £10. Hitherto the limit was £5. 

The sterling notes which travellers are permitted to carry with them 
on entering or leaving the United Kingdom are only intended to meet 
their incidental expenses on board British ships and aircraft and on 
landing in the United Kingdom. 

The new limit of £10 is authorized by the Exchange Control 
(Import and Export) (No. 2) Order, 1951 (S.I. 1951 No. 995). 


New Postage Rate for Inland Printed Papers 


THE Post Office is concerned at the large number of insufficiently 
prepaid Inland Printed Papers which are being posted prepaid with 
insufficient postage. 

On June 1, 1951, the minimum postage rate for an Inland Printed 
Paper was increased to 1}d.; this covers a packet weighing up to 
4 ounces. Thereafter the rate is $d. for each additional 2 ounces up 
to a maximum of 2 Ib. The new rate applies to items for addresses 
in the United Kingdom and the Irish Republic. 

The Post Office also points out that the normal postage for a 
postcard whether “ plain ” or “ picture ” containing a written message 
is 2d. A printed picture or greeting card can, however, be sent for 
14d. when it bears in writing nothing except the date of sending, the 
names and addresses of sender and addressee and a formula of courtesy 
or of a conventional character not exceeding five words or initials. 


Asbestos Cement 

FOLLOWING INCREASES in costs, the Ministry of Works have 
authorized the Atlas Stone Company, Ltd., to increase current selling 
prices of Asbestos Cement building materials by 9 per cent. The 
increase will apply to all deliveries on and after Monday, June 11, 1951. 


BRITISH STANDARDS 


Precision Hexagon Bolts, Screws, Nuts (B.S.W. and B.S.F. 
threads) and Plain Washers (B.S.1083:1951) 


The present edition of B.S.1083 confirms as a regular British 
Standard the war emergency Standard which was issued in 1942 at 
the request of the Ministry of Supply in place of B.S.191 and B.S.193. 


At the end of the war, the question of the most suitable post-war 
British Standard for bright bolts and nuts was discussed, and after 
consultation with a wide field of user interests, it was agreed that 
B.S.1083 should be re-issued. 


In preparing the new edition the opportunity has been taken to 
introduce certain amendments. The basic dimensions remain 
unchanged, and the amendments are concerned principally with a 
clarification of certain of the former requirements and the inclusion 
of additional requirements to improve the general quality of the 
bolts and nuts. 


The term “ precision bolts” is now used to designate the type of 
bolts, together with the corresponding screws and nuts, which are 
manufactured to prescribed mechanical properties and to tolerances 
required for use in engineering work where a good standard of 
dimensional accuracy and performance is required. 

The Standard relates to ferrous and non-ferrous bolts, screws and 
nuts, and to split cotter pins and washers for use with them, and in 
the case of steel refers to the appropriate qualities in various grades 
up to 85 tons tensile, as specified in B.S.970, and gives the detailed 
dimensions for bolts, screws, nuts, lock nuts, castle nuts, split pins 
and washers for all regular nominal sizes from } in. to 2 in. 


Stock sizes of steel bolts and screws and a code of Part Numbers 
are given in the appendices. Price 4s. post free. 


Round Strand Steel Wire Suspension Ropes for Lifts and 
Hoists 


The revision of British Standard (B.S.329:1951) which was pre- 
viously revised in 1939, was undertaken at the request of the Lifts, 
Hoists and Escalators Committee for the inclusion of eight strand ropes 
and ropes having a tensile range of 70 to 80 per sq. in., the tensile 
ranges now included being 70 to 80 and 80 to 90 tons per sq. in. 

A departure from previous practice is that this revision now 
expresses the size of rope by the diameter and not by the circumference, 
a change which is considered to be in the best interests of all con- 
cerned, and which now brings British practice into conformity with 
the current practice in other countries. The Foreword gives com- 
prehensive guidance on the use of these ropes and gives recom- 
mendations for the diameters of drums, sheaves or pulleys. 


The body of the Standard is substantially similar in lay-out to the 
previous Standard, the rope constructions included in it being 
6 x 19,6 x 19 with 6 filler wires, 6 x 19 Seale, 8 x 19,8 x 19 with 
6 filler wires, and 8 x 19 Seale. It includes testing requirements, 
breaking loads and weight of the ropes. Price 3s. post free. 


Hexachloroethane (B.S.577:1951) 
Technical Ether (B.S.579:1951) 


In B.S.577 “‘ Hexachloroethane,” the improved quality of material 
manufactured to-day has made it possible to specify a lower limit for 
ash content and with the inclusion of a more accurate method of 
determining moisture content, a lower limit for moisture. Clauses 
have also been introduced to restrict the amounts of free chlorine and 
water-soluble chlorides in order to reduce the risk of spontaneous 
ignition in hexachloroethane smoke compositions. 

In B.S.579 “ Technical ether,” the requirements are substantially 
unaltered but various improvements have been included in the methods 
of test and reference is made to British Standard distillation apparatus. 

Further standards in the series including several for materials used 
as plasticizers are being prepared and will be issued shortly. Price

A Hard Currency Market for United Kingdom Exports 


in Guatemala

UATEMALA is a small country, with an area of some 45,000

Honduras and Salvador and on the east by British Honduras. 
It has ports on both the Caribbean (Puerto Barrios) and the Pacific 
(San Jose). The population is about 3,000,000, the large majority 
being illiterate Indians whose purchasing power is negligible. The 
market for consumer goods is therefore restricted. The standard of 
living, however, is rising as a result of recent social reforms, and it is 
important to bear in mind that Guatemala is a hard currency market. 
The unit of currency (the “‘ Quetzal,” named after a beautiful but 
almost extinct bird which is the national emblem) is stabilized at 
the rate of 1 quetzal to 1 United States dollar. There is no exchange 
control; there is considerable wealth and no income tax. Indirect 
taxation is however high, which raises the cost of living. Govern- 
ment expenditure is also high but this is inevitable as a consequence 
of social developments initiated in 1945, Statistics suggest a fairly 
considerable unfavourable general balance of trade but, when invisible 
exports are taken into account, it is probably unimportant. There is 
financial stringency on Government account but not on international 
account. 


Liberal Import Regulations 

Import regulations are liberal, and there are no quotas or com- 
plicated system of restrictions. The importation of beer, footwear, 
artificial silk or cotton hose, matches, glass bottles, ice cream cones, 
certain types of printed matter, galvanized piping, steel window and 
door frames and steel blinds and shutters, is at present prohibited, 
on the understanding that national production of these articles satisfies 
local demand. Authorization must be obtained from the Director- 
General of Commerce for the importation of certain other goods, 
including photographic material, rolls of cardboard and flour, strong- 
boxes, safes and safe doors. 

Goods are subject to warehouse charges if not cleared within 15 
days. Merchandise may remain in storage for 180 days, but is 
subject to sale by auction on the expiry of that period in order to 
cover accrued charges. These charges are very high and in some 
cases can equal the original cost of the goods in a short time. 

Guatemalan economy still belongs to the so-called colonial pattern, 
that is to say, the country lives by the export of raw materials (in this 
case, foodstuffs). The basic crop is coffee, which accounts for some 
70 per cent. of the value of exports. Bananas, chicle gum, hides and 
essential oils are also exported. Bananas, transplanted from Africa 
in the last century, are grown in the humid coastal regions in planta- 
tions of the United Fruit and Standard Fruit companies which have 
a large capital investment in the country. 

Chicle is grown in the forest flatlands of the large northern province 
of El Peten, bordering on Mexico and British Honduras, where also 
there are large reserves cf hardwoods. Sugar and rice ate produced 
for local consumption. The government, in accordance with con- 
temporary tendencies in many countries, is anxious that industrializa- 
tion should be encouraged in order to render the country’s economy 
more multiform, but industries are at present mostly in their infancy. 

Cement, soap, matches and shoes are produced on a fair scale. 
There are also some textile factories, which, however, are mostly 
engaged in finishing products. There is, of course, a local handicraft 
production of colourful Indian household articles, which caters 
chiefly for the tourist trade. The latter is an invisible export of 
considerable importance to Guatemala but is capable of more develop- 
ment. By and large, the prices of local manufactures are as high as 
those of the corresponding imported articles. 


Balance of Trade

Principal Imports 

The principal Guatemalan imports are textiles, machinery and 
machine tools, petroleum, motor vehicles, bicycles, pharmaceutical 
products and whisky. ‘There is a substantial demand for articles of 
United Kingdom manufacture, provided that prices are competitive 
and that there is not too much trouble in connection with delivery 
dates. Devaluation of sterling brought United Kingdom prices into 
line with those of other exporting countries, but latterly there has 
been some tendency for prices to rise above the competitive level and 
deliveries seem sometimes to be unduly delayed. Some United 
Kingdom firms, doubtless lacking experience of these markets, write 
to their Guatemalan clients by ordinary surface mail, which is liable 
to take at least six weeks. The prestige of the label “ Made in © 
England ”’ still remains. } 

Guatemalan law provides for a surcharge of 100 per cent. on imports 
from countries with which Guatemala has an unfavourable trade _ 
balance of more than 75 per cent. This decree is not applicable to © 
Central American countries or to countries whose exports to Guatemala ~ 
are less than the equivalent of 31,000 quetzales in value. Certain 
products, such as tea, coconut oil and medicinal drugs are, whatever 
their origin, exempted. The decree provides, in fact, for exemption 
from the surcharge of countries whose exports to Guatemala are 
considered essential to Guatemalan economy. A large number of 
countries, besides the United Kingdom, are theoretically liable to the 
surcharge, but at present it is imposed only on imports from China, 
Spain, Japan and the Dominican Republic. 





Transport Problems 

Like most countries in Latin America, Guatemala’s great problem 
is transport. Railways and good roads are few and road building 
has not proceeded as quickly as could be wished. The Guatemalan 
section of the Pan-American highway is not complete. However, 
the government which came into power on March 15 last has, through 
its Minister of Communications, set to work to promote rapid 
improvements. As time goes on, and provided the standard of 
living continues to rise, the interior of the country should be opened 
up to commerce to a greater extent than at present. Guatemala 
may thus be considered an expanding market, well worthy of attention 
by United Kingdom exporters. The fact that Guatemala lays claim 
to legal ownership of the neighbouring colony of British Honduras 
and that Anglo-Guatemalan relations have sometimes passed through 
periods of strain as a result of this dispute, should not deter British 
business men, as United Kingdom trade with Guatemala has happily 
not been much affected by these political considerations.

Ceiling Price Regulation on Imports :

THE FULL text of Ceiling Price Regulation 31 and of the first 
amendment to it were announced in the Board of Trade Yournal of 
May 19, 1951. Amendment 1 altered the effective date of the 
Regulation from May 9 to June 1, 1951. 

Notice has now been received of Amendment 3 to C.P.R. 31, which 
alters the effective date of the Regulation to July 15, 1951, to provide 
more time for determining and reporting mark-ups. However, if the 
mark-ups are reported to the Office of Price Stabilization before 
July 15, 1951, the pricing methods of the Regulation must be used 
as from the date of filing the list of mark-ups. The amendment also 
simplifies the filing requirements by eliminating the necessity of 
reporting quantities and ceiling prices; only mark-ups need be filed.

Negotiations with Uruguay 


THE Ministry of Food announces that a Contract supplementing 
the Anglo-Uruguayan Ninth Bulk Meat Contract of December 
1949 was signed on June 7 in Montevideo. 

Under this Contract the Uruguayan Government undertakes to 
sell to the United Kingdom not less than 20,000 tons of carcase meat 
and offals and 3,000 tons of canned meat during the 12 months ending 
April 22, 1952, at prices similar to those recently agreed between the 
United Kingdom and Argentina. The United Kingdom Government 
has undertaken to buy any additional supplies that may be offered 
during this period. 

The Contract also provides for the resumption of shipments of 
chilled beef on the same terms and conditions as those agreed with 
Argentina. 

The United Kingdom Government has agreed to pay the Uruguayan 
Government £1}m. (one and a half million pounds) as a total and 
final adjustment of prices for meat shipped from the beginning of the 
1949 Contract until the end of 1950 

Arrangements have been made for talks to take place, not later 
than February 28, 1952, on prices and other arrangements for con- 
tinuing meat shipments after April 22, 1952. 

Financial questions have been left for discussion by the National 
Banks of the two countries. 

General discussions on trade in other products besides meat are 
continuing. 


Netherlands and Sweden 


THE Commercial to H.M. Embassy at The Hague has 
forwarded a copy of the text of a trade agreement between the 
Netherlands and Sweden, which was signed at The Hague on April 18, 
1951. The Agreement, which is provisionally enforced, covers the 
period March 1, 1951, to February 29, 1952. It consists of an Agreed 
Minute with quota lists. 

Dutch exports to Sweden will include agricultural and market- 
garden produce, coke, pig iron and commercial iron, various chemicals, 
flax, textiles, machinery and appliances. 

Among other items, Sweden will export to Holland iron ore, 
timber, wood pulp, paper and certain iron and steel products.

Spain and Portugal 


H.M. Representative in Madrid reports that following discussions 

held by the Hispano-Portuguese Mixed Committee provided for in 

the Agreement of February, 1943, between Spain and Portugal, an 

Agreed Minute was signed in Madrid on April 16, 1951, covering 
proposed exchanges of goods between the two countries, 

Under this Agreement, Spain will export, amongst other things, 
iron, lead, zinc, industrial machinery, potassium chloride, cigarette 
paper, coal and anthracite. Portugal will export to Spain a number 
of colonial products such as copra, sisal, manganese and maize, as well 
ss products from Metropolitan Portugal including scrap iron, tin, 
mining ropes and books. 


Finland and Italy 


TRADE and payments agreements were signed in Rome on March 5, 
1951, between Italy and Finland. 

The payments agreement, which is valid for an indefinite period, 
subject to three months’ notice of denunciation by either side, makes 
provision for payments to be made through a clearing account. 

trade agreement is valid until March 31, 1952. 

Finnish exports to Italy under this agreement will include sawn 
goods, mechanical pulp, paper and rayon cellulose, newsprint, 
printing, wrapping and condensor paper, cardboard, other paper and 
cardboard products, eggs, horses, cheese, poultry, timber, pre- 
fabricated houses, machinery and apparatus. 

Italian exports to Finland will include rice, benzine, sulphur, cotton, 
worsted and ‘hemp yarn, citrus fruits, wines, vermouth, sewing 
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thread, textile poor qnedy chemicals, automobiles and spares and 
machinery apparatus.

Egypt and Germany 


DETAILS have been received by the Board of Trade, of the Trade 
and Payments Agreements between Egypt and the Federal Re- 
public of Germany. The agreements were negotiated and initialled 
in Frankfurt in October 1950 and finally signed in Cairo on April 21, 
1951. It is valid for one year and may be automatically renewed for 
annual periods. 

The list of German goods for which the Egyptian Government 
will provide import permits includes a wide range of iron and steel 
goods, industrial machinery, etc., as well as some textile products. 
Goods of Egyptian origin for which the German Government will 
provide import permits are mainly raw cotton, hides and skins and 
other raw materials. 

The agreements provide for payment in Egyptian pounds and 
German Marks and any debit balance at its termination is to be settled 
in United States dollars or in any other third currency agreed by the 
two countries.

It closely follows the text of the © 
previous agreement which came into force on July 1, 1949, but an | 
additional clause has been inserted, forbidding the re-export of any 
of the commodities exchanged between the two countries. 

The list of Egyptian exports includes phosphate of lime, man- 
ganese ore and cotton yarns, as well as cotton and flax, the only two” 
items separately listed in the previous agreement. The list of goods — 
to be exported from Poland covers a wide range of items, including 
coal, mineral and metal products, chemicals, textiles, wood, paper 
and agricultural products. On this occasion no quantities or values 
have been inserted in either of these lists. 

The payments agreement is similar to that embodied in the 1950 .

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External Seaborne and Airborne Trade of India for 


Nine Months Ended December 31, 1950 


HE STATISTICS of external seaborne and airborne trade 

summarized in the following tables, which were forwarded by the 

United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner in India, relate to 
the trade in merchandise, both on government account and private 
account, of the Indian Union (including seaborne and airborne trade 
with Pakistan) and are derived from the Accounts relating to the Foreign 
Sea and Airborne Trade and Navigation of India. ‘Treasure is not 
included. Defence stores are not fully accounted for. 


The Indian Trade Accounts do not distinguish, in any of the 
general tables, between direct trade, and transit trade of foreign 
countries on India’s border passing through Indian ports or through 
bills of lading to and from overseas countries, but aggregate figures of 
transit trade have been published. These are as follows:—Nine months 
ended December 31, 1949—Imports: {2-3 million. Re-exports :— 
£5-3 million. Nine months ended December 31, 1950—Imports : 
£0-4 million ; Re-exports: £11-3 million. The figures in Table I 
have been adjusted so as to show the true balance of trade for both 
periods under review. As, however, there is no published information 
showing the breakdown of the transit trade figures as between 
commodities, the figures shown in Table III cannot be adjusted so 

as to exclude transit trade. The figures in Table V include imports 
' for trans-shipment because the countries of consignment of those 
* imports are not separately distinguished in all cases. (Tables II and 
‘IV are not affected as they do not include re-exports.) There is 
therefore no exact agreement between Table I and Tables III and V. 


. Figures for foodgrains imports are not yet fully accounted for in 
the Indian Trade Accounts. The reason for this is that certain 
government shipments are specially cleared at ports and are not 

‘recorded in customs returns. Arrangements have, however, been 

‘made by the Government of India to include, as far as possible, 
figures for these special imports “‘ in present and future accounts.” 
_ The overall value of foodgrains imports has been separately ascertained 
in respect of both periods under review and Tables I and III take 
account for both periods of all foodgrains imports. : 

It has not been possible to obtain full figures of fopdgrains imports 
showing the individual countries of consignment for either period and 
such imports are, therefore, only partly accounted for in Table V. 

The rupee figures given in the Indian Trade Accounts have been 
first summarized in Table I correct to the nearest crore of rupees 
(£750,000) and in the remaining Tables correct to the nearest ten 
lakhs of rupees (£75,000) and then converted into sterling at the rate 
of Rupee 1 equals 1s. 6d. The conversions are accordingly only 
approximate.

The value of imports during the period under review was about 
9 per cent. lower than in the corresponding period of 1949. This is 
attributable to the restrictive import licensing policy followed since 
May of 1949 in order to bring the adverse balance to more ‘manageable 
proportions. In 1949 the restrictive policy had not had time to come 
into full operation, but the results are clearly to be seen in 1950. 

Exports were about 16 per cent. higher in value than in the 
corresponding period of 1949. This result reflects the widespread 
and strong demand for Indian raw materials and basic manufactures, 
with higher world prices in consequence. 


The combination of reduced imports and increased exports has 


brought about a much smaller adverse balance of visible trade (£33 
million) at the end of the nine-month period ended December 31, 
1950, than obtained at the end of the corresponding period of 1949 
(£100 million). 


Composition of Trade 
Exports 


Exports, excluding re-exports, amounted to £281:4 million 
(analysed below according to the principal groups) as compared with 
£243-4 million in the corresponding period of 1949. Food, drink 
and tobacco accounted for £69-2 million as compared with £64-8 
million in the corresponding period of 1949; raw materials and 
produce and articles mainly unmanufactured for £53-4 million as 
compared with £52-9 million in the corresponding period of 1949 ; 
and articles wholly or mainly manufactured for £157-4 million as 
against £124-6 million in the corresponding period of 1949.

The vastly improved exports of cotton yarns and manufactures 
(106 per cent. greater by value than in the corresponding period of 
1949) is the continuance of a trend which began shortly after 
devaluation. In terms of aggregate value, cotton manufactures have 
contributed about 86 per cent. of the increased earnings during the 
period under review. Increased exports have also been achieved, 
in terms of proportional increases, in respect of the majority of India’s 
staple exports, namely, spices (15 per cent. greater by value than in 
the corresponding period of 1949); hides and skins tanned or 
dressed, and leather (16 per cent. greater by value than in the 
corresponding period of 199) ; tobacco (46 per cent. greater by value 
than in the corresponding period of 1949) ; seeds, including nuts for 
oil (45 per cent. greater by value than in the corresponding period of 
1949) ; oils: vegetable, mineral and animal (76 per cent. greater by 
value than in the corresponding period of 1949) ; gums, resin and lac 
(44 per cent. greater by value thanin the corresponding period of 1949); 
fruits and vegetables (24 per cent. greater by value than in the 
corresponding period of 1949) ; mica (56 per cent. greater by value 
than in the corresponding period of 1949) ; and hides and skins raw 
or undressed (40 per cent. greater by value than in the corresponding 
period of 1949). 


The decrease in the case of jute yarns and manufactures (8 per cent. 


less by value than in the corresponding period of 1949) is relatively 
small having regard to the serious raw material supply difficulties 
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under which the industry was labouring during the period under 
review. 


Imports 


Imports, including imports of foodgrains on government account 
(see third paragraph of this article) and.imports in transit amounting to 
£0-4 million (see second paragraph of this article) totalled £316-7 
million (analyzed below according to the principal groups) as against 
£349-7 million in the corresponding period of 1949. Food, drink 
and tobacco accounted for £65 million as compared with £78-5 
million in the corresponding period of 1949; raw materials and 
produce and articles mainly unmanufactured for £112-4 million 
as against £86-9 million in the corresponding period of 1949 ; and 
articles wholly and mainly manufactured for £138-1 million as against 
£181-4 million (Rs. 241 crores) in the corresponding period of 1949.

The increase in imports of cotton, raw and waste (47 per cent. 
greater by value than in the corresponding period of 1949) is reflected 
in India’s increased production, and in the heavy increase in her 
exports of cotton manufactures. Part of the increase (by value) can 
also be attributed to the rise in price of raw cotton. The increase 
in imports of metals, other than iron and steel, and manufactures 
thereof (54 per cent. greater by value than in the corresponding period 
of 1949) and metals, iron and steel, and manufactures thereof (26 per 
cent. greater by value than in the corresponding period of 1949) is 
attributable to India’s increased imports cf copper, lead, tin, zinc 
or spelter unwrought. 


The diminished import of grains, pulse and flour (21 per cent. less 
by value than in the corresponding period of 1949) and the increase 
in the import of manures (167 per cent. greater by value than in the 
corresponding period of 1949) may both be associated with the attempt 
to make India self-sufficient in food and the pursuit during the period 
under review of a policy deliberately designed to reduce food imports. 
The decrease in the case of machinery and millwork, excluding 
printing presses (23 per cent. less by value than in the corresponding 
period of 1949) ; Me gree excluding locomotives for railways 
(14 per cent. less by value than in the corresponding period of 1949) ; 
textiles, yarns, and Sasiniidebanes thereof (74 per cent. less by value 
than in the corresponding period of 1949) ; cutlery, hardware, etc.

The foregoing countries took 76 per cent. by value of all India’s” 
exports during the period under review. The United Kingdom and | 
the United States are still the two most important markets for Indian” 
exports. United Kingdom purchases show an increase of 4 per cent. 
by value during the period under review as compared with the 
corresponding period of 1949. Exports to the United States have — 
increased by 37 per cent. by value during the period under review 
as compared with the corresponding period of 1949. This is mainly ~ 
accounted for by the United States’s increased purchases of Indian 
raw materials and basic manufactures. The large increase of exports 
to Burma (105 per cent. greater by value than in the corresponding 
period of 1949) ; Singapore (162 per cent. greater by value than in the 
corresponding period of 1949) ; and Aden and Dependencies (85 per 
cent. greater by value than in the corresponding period of 1949) ; 
are accounted for by increased purchases of cotton piece-goods by 
these countries. Increased exports to Argentine (69 per cent. 
greater by value than in the corresponding period of 1949) is attribut- 
able to purchases of jute manufactures. The increase of exports to 
the Netherlands (65 per cent. greater by value than in the 
corresponding period of 1949) reflects a general expansion of trade 
with that country. The overall picture is one of general improvement 
and expansion of India’s export trade.

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Review of International Commodity 


Problems 


THE RAPID change during 1950 from surpluses to shortages of 

commodities is presented in the fourth annual review of inter- 
national commodity problems prepared by the Interim Co-ordinating 
Committee for International Commodity Arrangements, a small 
committee established by the United Nations Economic and Social 
Council to co-ordinate and facilitate work in the field of international 
commodity arrangements. 

This Review emphasizes the wide fluctuations in commodity prices 
in recent years and illustrates particularly the rapid rise in prices of 
certain primary commodities during late 1950. It points out that 
during the early part of the year there was concern that surplus 
conditions might occur in many commodities but by the middle of 
the year shortages and high prices rapidly developed, especially in 
the case of raw materialsforindustry. Inter-governmental discussions 
during the latter part of the year centred around the problem of 
shortages. 

Reference is made to the long-range interest of both producers and 
consumers in preventing or alleviating difficulties in connection with 
international trade in a particular commodity. The force of this 
interest has alrea;ly contributed to an agreement in the case of wheat, 
a very important commodity in international trade, and during 1950 
there was active inter-governmental discussion looking to agreements 
on others.

Evasion of South African Import Control 
(Book Post) 


IT HAS been brought to the notice of the United Kingdom Senior 
Trade Commissioner in Pretoria that certain United Kingdom ex- 
porters have been consigning to the Union by book post articles for 
the import of which a South African import permit is necessary. It 
should be noted that the permit-free concession on books, etc., relates 
only to those items specified in Union Government notice No. 1519 
(see Board of Trade Journal of July 15, 1950, page 151). 

The import of items such as greeting cards, diaries, account books and 
other types of stationery is subject to permit and the continued con- 
signment of these by book post may lead to the opening of all parcels 
of books by the Union Customs Department, with consequent delays. 


Argentina 
Registration of Trade Marks 


ACCORDING to information received from His Majesty’s Embassy 
in Buenos Aires, it is considered essential in the light of a recently 
decided case in the courts, that any opposition to the registration of a 
trade mark in Argentina must be made either by the actual owner of 
the mark considered to be infringed, or by a representative duly 
empowered to act in his name at the time the opposition is entered. 
A subsequent issue of a power-of-attorney is of no avail and agents in 
Argentina whose function includes that of protecting their principal’s 
trade marks are advised to obtain a power-of-attorney in their favour.

THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in New Delhi has 
forwarded copies of two Government of India Notifications which 
modify as follows India’s import regulations :— 


Preparations of Quinine Salts 


It has been decided to allow the import of preparations of quinine 
salts in combination with pentaquine phosphate against licences 
issued for import of quinine under Serial No. 114 of Part IV of the 
I.T.C. Schedule. Licences issued for import of quinine on a quota 
basis will therefore, be valid to cover import of such preparations 
also, without any amendment therein. (See Board of Trade Journal 
of January 13 and 27, 1951) (Public Notice No. 97—I.T.C.(P.N.)/51 
of May 23, 1951). 


Cycles and Parts 


It has been decided to automatically extend the period of validity, 
in the case of current import licences for complete cycles and cycle 
parts falling under Serial Nos. 300 and 301 respectively, of Part IV 
of the I.T.C. Schedule, from six to twelve months from the date of 
issue. It will not be necessary for licence holders to present their 
licences for individual revalidation to any of the licensing authorities 
(Public Notice No. 98—I.T.C.(P.N.)/51 of May 28, 1951).

His enemies are the pests and parasites which attack the trees 
from which the wood pulp for newsprint is obtained.
